School Book Trust in Territory. 


Muskogee, I. T..*Sept. 28.-R ecen tly 
considerable discussion in Indian T erri­ 
tory 
has been started by the publica­ 
tion of com parative tables showing 
th at school children in Indian Territory 
are paying about one-third more for 
their tex t books than is paid the same 
company for the same books in Kansas. 
In other words the cry is raised th at 
Indian Territory is being held up by the 
book trust. 
John D. Benedict, superintendent of 
schools «for the Indian T erritory, says 
th at he does not believe th at the book 
tru st so much as local conditions is re­ 
sponsible for the higher price of books 
here as compared with Kansas. 
He 
states th at the American Book com­ 
pany, which is commonly referred to 
as the book trust, ha - a five year con­ 
tract with the state of Kansas to fur­ 
nish all of its text books. 
This, he 
thinks, would enable K ansas to g et its 
books cheaper than where there is no 
such contract. 
He fu rth er states th at 
Indian Territory is not paying any 
more for the same grade of books than 
other states are paying where the tru st 
has no contract.

School Book Trust in Territory. 


Muskogee, I. T., Sept. 28.—Recently 


considerable discussion in Indian Terri- 
tory has been started by the publica- 
tion of comparative tables showing 
that school children in Indian Territory 
are paying about one-third more for 
their text books than is paid the same 
company for the same books in Kansas. 
In other words the cry is raised that 
Indian Territory is being held up by the 
book trust. 


John D. Benedict, superintendent of 


schools «for the Indian Territory, says 
that he does not believe that the book 
trust so much as local conditions is re- 
sponsible for the higher price of books 
here as compared with Kansas. He 
states that the American Book com- 
pany, which is commonly referred to 
as the book trust, ha^ a five year con- 
tract with the state of Kansas to fur- 
nish all of its text books. This, he 
thinks, would enable Kansas to get its 
books cheaper than where there is no 
such contract. He further states that 
Indian Territory is not paying any 
more for the same grade of books than 
other states are paying where the trust 
has no contract. 


In Indian Territory books for Indian 


children are furnished, 
in some in- 


stances by the 
government. 
The 


white children in the 
government 


schools buy their own books. 
The 


children in the public schools in the in- 
corporated towns buy books as adopted 
by the board of education of each 
town. This brings about a condition 
which prevents a uniform system ot 
books in all the schools 
Mr Benedict 


states that so far as the government 
schools are concerned it is an e\en 
break as to the books furnished by the 
American Hook compan\ and by Gmn 
ind company, the trust's bigxest rua) 
in this sfctioti 
Mr Benedict favors 


a more unifotm school book system in 
the teiriton and nat> been working to 
that end

with more assets and leas indebted- 
ness than any commonwealth in the 
history of this country. 


Oklahoma territory is entirely free 


of bonded indebtedness, which in its 
self is a remarkable record. The only 
financial obligation which will stand 
against the new state, when it is ad- 
mitted next year will be 
$500,000 in 


territorial warrants, while to 
offset 


this tht> state will receive $5,000,000 in 
cash from the United States treasury 
for the school fund, i in addition to 
several million acres of school lands 
for the maintainnhco of the schools 
and colleges. 


But without this school money the 


new state could enter the Union en- 
tirely free from debt of any kind, for 
the last report of Territorial Treasurer 
Rambo shows that the balance on hand 
in the territorial treasury at the end of 
last month 
was 
$778,102.46. 
This 


amount wonld liquidate the warrant 
indebtedness and leave a balance of 
$278,102.46 to turn into the treasury 
of the now state of Oklahoma. 


The last bonded indebtedness of 


Oklahoma territory was 
wiped out 


three years ago during the adiusiis- 
tration of Governor T. B. Ferguson. 
In addition to wiping out this indebted- 
ness, territorial Treasurer Rambo has 
been able to materially cut 
down the 


warrant indebtedness and every terri- 
torial institution except the North- 
westernal normal at Alva has been 
paid for. 


There is a possibility that the 
war- 


rant indebtedness will be cut down 
much below the $500,000 mark when 
the sum raised by territorial taxes in 
1906 is deducted from that amount. 
There will be no taxes from the Indian 
territory to apply to this payment, as 
that territory does not begin to pay 
taxes until 1907 when it has been ad- 
mitted to joint statehood with Okla- 
homa.

School Book Trust in Territory. 


Muskogee, I. T., Sept. 28.—Recently 


considerable discussion in Indian Terri- 
tory has been started by the publica- 
tion of comparative tables showing 
that school children in Indian Territory 
are paying about one-third more for 
their text books than is paid the same 
company for the same books in Kansas. 
In other words the cry is raised that 
Indian Territory is being held up by the 
book trust. 


John D. Benedict, superintendent of 


schools «for the Indian Territory, says 
that he does not believe that the book 
trust so much as local conditions is re- 
sponsible for the higher price of books 
here as compared with Kansas. He 
states that the American Book com- 
pany, which is commonly referred to 
as the book trust, ha^ a five year con- 
tract with the state of Kansas to fur- 
nish all of its text books. This, he 
thinks, would enable Kansas to get its 
books cheaper than where there is no 
such contract. He further states that 
Indian Territory is not paying any 
more for the same grade of books than 
other states are paying where the trust 
has no contract. 


In Indian Territory books for Indian 


children are furnished, 
in some in- 


stances by the 
government. 
The 


white children m the government 
schools buy their own books. 
The 


children in the public schools in the in- 
corporated towns buy books as adopted 
by the board of education of each 
town. This brings about a condition 
which prevents a uniform system ot 
books in all the schools
